THE CITY’S GUE 


Edmonton people generally will join 
in spirit in the welcome that is being ex- 
tended to the party of officials and mem- 
bers of the Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation who are the guests of the city to- 
day. 

The Association is thoroughly national 
in fact, as in name and purpose. It is as 
really an “Edmonton” organization as a 
Toronto or Montreal or Halifax organiza- 
tion. A branch of the Association was es- 
tablished in this city eight years ago, to 
which most Edmonton manufacturers be- 
long. There are now five branches in Al- 
berta cities, with a large total member- 
ship, while the membership in the three 
prairie provinces numbers six hundred, 

The organization is thus by its very 
composition freed of sectional character. 
The interests of its western members are 
as directly dependent upon general condi- 
tions in the west as are the members of 
any other part of Canada upon the condi- 
tions prevailing there. And the members 
whose fortunes are staked in the west 
have precisely the same opportunity to 
promote western interests through the 
nation-wide organization as have the 
members of any other section to advance 
its local interests. 

The visitors today are here on plea- 
sure, not business. Nothing will or should 
be done to mar the social events by unduly 
thrusting business considerations upon 
theiz attention. But it may be hoped that 
as a result of their stay here they will 
carry away both the memories of a plea- 
sant holiday and a clearer understanding 
of the advantages Edmonton possesses as 
a centre for the carrying on of the branch 
of productive enterprise in which they are 
t ng iged, 

HELP THESE FARM FAMILIES 

People living in central and northern 
Alberta were probably astonished to read 
in Saturday's paper that reports on the 
western wheat crop received at Ottawa 
“are of such a character as to cause the 
Government to consider ways and means 
for the relief of distressed farmers in at 
least half of the wheat area on the 
prairies,” 

In this part of the west crops have 
got away to a good start and are as well 
advanced as usual at this point in the sea- 
son. They are surprisingly good when 
the scant snowfall of the winter is taken 
into account and the equally scant rainfall 
during the spring. It is difficult in these 
circumstances to realize that the exact 
contrary is the case in more than half the 
cultivated area in the west 

Something of the existing state of af- 
fairs in southern Saskatchewan may be 
gathered from the report issued by the 
wheat pool on Friday, that the rainfall in 
that province has been only 22 per cent of 
normal, In consequence there is a vast 
area of the great wheat belt in that pro- 
vince where there are literally no signs of 
acrop atall. And this is the third succes- 
Sive Season in which there has not been a 
harvest in that section. 

Where such conditions exist farmers 
are faced with sheer destitution. Their 
problem is not how to make money at the 
existing prices for wheat, nor how to pay 
their debts. The question is how to keep 
their families from hunger. And the pub- 
lic problem that is created by their plight 
is how to make it possible for the farm 
families to live and to stay on their farms. 

It is stated in the despatch cited there 
18 a growing feeling among eastern finan- 
cial corporations having large investments 
in the drouth-stricken area that some- 
thing will have to be done in the way of 
writing off interest that is due and past 
due on claims against the distressed farm- 
ers, and against business men who cannot 
pay because they cannot collect, That un- 
doubtedly will have to be done, and done 
in the interests of the companies as really 
as of the farmers 

The alternative course is to try to col- 
lect these overdue claims. The upshot 
would be that the mortgage companies, in- 
surance companies, loan companies, and 
implement companies would get the land, 
while the farmers would have to vacate or 
be evacuated by gevernnient assistance 
The unoccupied land would be useless to 
the companies, and what hoje would there 
be that farmers could be found to buy or

Tri-facial Neuralgia

Answer: I believe about the best 
plan would be for you to alternate 
with a water fast and the milk dict 
until the pain has all cleared up, This 
trouble is sometimes stubbron, and it 
is not advisable to take any solid food 
until it has been entirely overcome, 
or a relapse may occur, I have never 
seen a case that did not recover if the 
milk diet and fasting regimen were 
followed long enough, It is persist- 
ent in some cases, but you should not 
feel discouraged. 


Dry Oatmeal 

Question: Mrs. B, I. N. writes: “My 
son is fond of the so-called pre-cooked 
oatmeal just as it comes from the box, 
without further cooking. Is it harm- 
ful in this state?”
